For weeks after the death of his grandmother, a little boy 
cried every time he was told to go to sleep. The explanation 
of his grandmother’s death had been, “Grandmother went 
to sleep.’’ The child, realizing that Granny had disappeared 
from the household, became afraid that he would suffer 
the same fate if he went to sleep. 

Another unwise explanation of a loved one’s death is to 
say, “Grandfather has gone away.” The child will keep ex- 
pecting Grandfather to come back some day and may even 
harass his parents by insisting on knowing exactly when. 

It’s a mistake to be evasive with a child in order to 
spare him grief. Children are sensitive. When you are sad, 
they feel it even if you don’t tell them about it. 

Be honest, yet be sure you don’t exceed the limits of 
your child’s understanding. Say simply, ‘““Grandmother has 
died. We won’t see her again, but we will remember how 
nice she was and how much she loved us.” 

The question, ‘When a person dies, where does he go?”’ 
is best answered by a simple explanation keyed to your own 
religious faith or philosophy. But remember, children need 
to have a sense of continuity and do not want to think 
about an absolute end to anything. 

Most often, before a child experiences the loss of an 
acquaintance or a beloved person, he is prepared somewhat 
by the knowledge that wild things die or that pets die. 
Help your child accept this fact by telling him that most 
animals and birds grow old much more quickly than people, 
and therefore do not live nearly so long—and that death 
brings them peace, not pain.

Are you overlooking ways to save 
money on automobile insurance? 


Cw insurance has gone up an average of 
85 per cent in the past 12 years. This in- 
crease has been blamed variously on heavy 
traffic, obsolete roads, high repair costs, in- 
flated claims, lofty jury awards, high ad- 
ministrative expenses, and drivers them- 
selves, especially the young ones. 

One certain culprit is the increase in size 
of claims. Payout per claim has leaped 41 
per cent within the past 5 years. 

It costs upwards of $100, for example, to 
replace a shattered windshield in a modern 
car. Replacing a smashed fender on a 1949 
car costs only $10, but a fender replacement 
for one of the later streamlined models may 
require a whole new quarter panel at $160. 

How can you reduce your insurance bill? 
Pending a reduction in the accident rate, 
here are eight suggestions: 

1. Qualify as a select risk. Some companies 
that specialize in so-called “‘select risks” 
charge drivers with clean accident records 
anywhere from 5 to 25 per cent less than 
standard rates. A number of other com- 
panies have similar programs called ‘‘merit- 
rating” or safe-driver plans. 

In general, these companies want drivers 
who not only have excellent safety records, 
but also keep their cars in good condition 
and are neither very young nor very old. 
But not all such people can qualify; some- 
times even unfortunate minor accidents or 
recent traffic violations can keep you out. 

2. Qualify in a special group. A number 
of companies insure special groups—people 
who don’t use alcoholic beverages, Armed 
Forces officers, and Government employees, 
for example for less than standard rates. 
Several specialize in rural car owners who 
don’t often drive in cities. 

3. Insure only the major risks. Your big 
need is for liability insurance protecting you 
against damage you might do to others. 
But you probably could afford the cost of 
uninsured smaller damages your own car 
may suffer. Thus, it may be possible to cut 
down on comprehensive coverage (insuring 
you against theft, fire, and vandalism) and 
on collision coverage to your own car. Re- 
member, too, that non-reimbursed casualty 
damage is tax-deductible. 

If you don’t want to omit comprehensive 
and collision insurance, or if your time pay- 
ment contract won’t let you, another way of 
saving is to take higher deductibles and foot 
smaller losses yourself, For example, in one 
area a leading company charges $91.80 for 
$10,000 /$20,000 of liability insurance for a 
popular-price 1960 car, $11.40 for full com- 


prehensive, and $48.60 for $50-deductible 
collision insurance. Total bill: $151.80 a 
year. By comparison, $50-deductible com- 
prehensive costs only $4, and $100-deduct- 
ible collision insurance -instead of $50-de- 
ductible-costs only $32. The total bill with 
this deductible combination would be 
$127.80. And if collision insurance were 
eliminated completely, the bill would drop 
to $95.80. Savings in other areas and on 
other models will vary. 

4. Pay premiums in full. If you budget 
ahead for premiums and pay them in full, 
you can save extra fees. Say your insurance 
is billed every six months. Usually you can 
delay paying half of it for two months by 
adding an extra $2, regardless of the size of 
the bill. Thus, on a $40 semiannual premi- 
um, you can delay payment of $20 for two 
months. But the $2 fee amounts to an ac- 
tual per-annum interest rate of 60 per cent. 
On larger premiums, of course, the flat $2 fee 
would amount to a lower per-annum rate, 
but on smaller premiums the rate would be 
even higher. 

5. Choose the proper classification. In most 
states, drivers pay higher rates if they use 
their cars to drive more than ten miles to 
work or if there’s a young driver in the fami- 
ly. Thus you need to make sure that you 
aren’t mistakenly put into a costlier class 
than necessary. If you arrange insurance 
through a car dealer or finance company, 
get a written statement of how the company 
classified you and the amount they charged. 
If the insurance fee is merely lumped into 
the finance charge, you will never know if 
you have been properly classified; nor will 
you be able to compare the rate with that 
charged by the other firms. 

6. Driver-train your youngsters. In many 
areas, the rate doubles for drivers under 25. 
But most companies now give reductions of 
5 to 15 per cent below their normal young- 
driver rates if the youngster had high school 
or other approved driver training. 

7. Qualify as a “‘compact.”” In most states, 
you can now pay 20 per cent less for liability 
insurance on 1955 or later cars if they are 
under 200 inches long, 125 horsepower or 
less, and weigh no more than 3,000 pounds. 

8. Avoid trifling claims. Because of the 
trend toward higher claim rates, it’s vital 
today not only to drive with extreme care 
but to avoid trifling or dubious claims. You 
may collect $3 for a vanished hub cap, but 
you also risk incurring a scar on your record 
that could keep you from qualifying for 
relatively cheaper insurance.

our years ago, a Long Island, New York, 

family decided to enlarge its 1%4-story 
home in a development of $15,000 houses. The 
family had lots of plans: finish the attic, enclose 
the breezeway, move out one wall and add a 
garage. 

The local bankers were aghast. They warned 
this young couple it would end up with a 
$23,000 house! This, it was pointed out, would 
violate the traditional economics of home 
ownership: ‘““Don’t make your house more ex- 
pensive than the neighborhood.” 

But the family liked the neighborhood, the 
people, the good school close by. They tried 
many lenders without obtaining the financing 
they needed. Then, by borrowing from a rela- 
tive, tapping savings, and doing much of the 
work themselves, they went ahead. Did they 
make a mistake? 

It’s now clear that they didn’t. The rest of 
the neighborhood has caught up. Almost all of 
the original homes have been enlarged. The 
pace-setting family no longer has the most ex- 
pensive house. By the lenders’ questionable 
criterion, the family’s worries are over. 

For years, many responsible homeowners 
have been put off from remodeling by the con- 
servatism of lenders, brokers, and appraisers. 
Of course, not every desire to expand makes 
equally good sense. And the professionals have 
often been right to insist that the added space 
and equipment have a later, predictable value. 
But how much later value is enough? 


n actual fact, few items big or small have 
maintained—and increased—in value dur- 
ing recent years more than housing. Why, in 
this age when virtually nothing else holds its 
value with any permanence, should it be neces- 
sary that improvements to a house be viewed 
as “salable” years after the buyer has had his 
full share of living from the dollars invested? 
Why should anyone feel that money spent on 
housing is wasted unless it can be re-collected 
in full at resale time? Both are good questions. 
Dr. Kurt Flexner, the American Bankers As- 
sociation’s mortgage expert, says: ‘““‘Homeown- 
ers should not be penalized for raising values 
above the neighborhood average. When a fam- 
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ily needs to expand or modernize, they should 
be able to invest without fear that their prop- 
erty will be difficult to market. More and more 
appraisers are recognizing the added market 
value of a house with the right improvements.” 

If everything is right for your family —the 
neighborhood, churches, income, schools, peo- 
ple near you—everything, that is, except the 
house—then you should be able to arrange 
suitable financing for the well-planned im- 
provements and expansion your family needs. 


etter Homes & Gardens believes your 

family’s consideration on remodeling 
should be whether your needs would be better 
satisfied by moving into a new home or expand- 
ing your present one. You'd like, of course, to 
recover a reasonable percentage of your invest- 
ment if and when you do sell, but this should 
be a secondary factor. 

The planning ideas shown on the next four 
pages show — better than just saying it —that 
good living can be built on to any house. 

How about your house—and neighborhood? 





Add a daytime living area 


Smal!, four-room house almost always is too small in every 
direction for a growing family. The living room in a house 
like this usually faces the street and is poorly lighted through 
two smal! windows; the kitchen and eating space are cramped; 
storage inadequate; and two bedrooms are too few. 

By adding a long living room across the rear, this house 
now can handle much more than minimum living. The new 
room is bright from the large glass area, has a pleasant view 
of the rear yard, now fenced for privacy. A prefabricated fire- 
place adds inexpensive comfort; new built-ins provide storage. 

Old living room now becomes master bedroom, convenient 
to existing bathroom. Storage is added here and in new entry 
hall which directs traffic well throughout the house. Kitchen 
gains wall space for new built-in appliances, storage. Atten- 
tion is focused on new side entry by a fence and bright-

Plan a handy cleanup room

This house suited its family and helped them live the way they liked. But, 
it was always cluttered by a lot of necessary paraphernalia—the children’s 
coats and boots, often wet from snowy or muddy play, dirty gardening 
clothes, hobby and sports equipment. All these things had been left out of 
the original home. And in order for any member of the family to wash, he 
had to go across the carpeted area of the house to the bathroom. 

This addition takes much wear and tear off the house and centralizes the 
clutter and the dirt that is bound to come with little feet (and big ones, too). 
Note that it is located near the family entrance; the bathroom ties into the 
near-by kitchen plumbing lines. There’s good storage here, too, and space 
for hobbies or a compact workshop for the man of the house. 

‘The effect of this addition is felt all through the house—even the bed- 
room closets are cleaner and less crowded. Check your day-after-day pick- 
ing-up to see if you need this useful space. 
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Many families out-children their homes, but prefer not to move. The simple 
addition of a bedroom often is the answer. The sleeping area of this house 
was typical—all three bedrooms and the single bath opened from a small 
hall. Bedrooms were cramped with two children, bath never seemed free for 
morning dressing, evening primping. And there wasn’t enough room for 
Mom and Dad to escape living room activities when they wanted quiet. 

The new suite added here was built onto the end of the existing bedrooms; 
or it could be added easily behind the house if your lot is narrow. Access is 
made by building a wall along existing room to form a hall; plumbing lines 
are tied into existing supply and drainage systems. And if storage is a prob- 
lem for you, be sure to add general purpose closets. 

The “extra’’ room here helps take the pressure off the rest of the house 
for individual activities. Youngsters with their own rooms have space 
enough for study and hobbies, as well as privacy for sleeping. Parents have 
space farther removed from the noisy areas of the house, and can “‘escape”’ 
here for reading, their own TV programs, sewing, or an at-home business 
desk. And Dad can take that Sunday nap undisturbed. 





Bring privacy with an addition 


An extra bedroom was badly needed in this two-bedroom house. But that 
was only part of the problem. Also missing was a second living area. The 
solution to both parts of the needed expansion was the addition of a whole 
quiet wing for the parents. The living room was made more informal, with 
all children welcome there at any hour of the day. 

The new addition has a master bedroom-bath arrangement and a smal! 
sitting room where the parents can retreat. The sitting room is the right 
size for their quiet evening activities; the size also guarantees its quietness 
because it isn’t large enough for children’s play. The new wing was aligned 
with the garage so that there’s a good spot for a sheltered patio. 

This type of an addition would also be suitable for a grandparent joining 
the family, making unnecessary a move to a larger house. With an outside 
door, this wing could be almost a separate apartment. 

The plan and drawing show how the addition was integrated into existing 
walls and roof lines to make the new wing harmonious. The patio’s overhead 
grille helps visually to tie the wing to the garage. 
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There are three chief ways to finance a 
major addition to your home. Your choice 
will depend on several factors, including 
your income, the type of mortgage you 
now have, and the amount of money you 
need to borrow. 


1—**Open end’”’ readvance. Many re- 
cent mortgages have an “‘open-end’”’ clause 
that permits reborrowing as much as the 
difference between the amount of the orig- 
inal mortgage and your present balance. 
You can borrow at the same interest rate as 
your mortgage and without a large closing 
cost. The money can be repaid either of 
two ways: by increasing your payments or 
by extending your present payments. 

If your mortgage does not have this 
open-end provision, you can negotiate to 
get it converted to such a plan. 


Financing plans for larger loans 


2—FHA modernization loans. These 
are now available up to $3500 for as long 
as five years. The fee is $5 per $100 of loan 
up to $2500, and $4 per $100 over that 
amount. 

But this fee is charged on the total loan, 
so that it actually amounts to a true an- 
nual interest rate of ten per cent (or $5 
per $100). 


3—Refinancing your present mortgage. 
This means getting an entirely new mort- 
gage to replace your present one. It will 
entail paying the current interest rate, 
which may be higher than your present 
mortgage and usually requires closing 
costs and a title search. 

This method has the advantage of 
spreading the payments over a long period 
of time. 


How to go about getting a loan 


In recent weeks, Better Homes & Gardens 
has had many discussions about the ex- 
pansion needs of American families—with 
lenders, government officials, and apprais- 
ers. From these, we selected tips and 
guides that can help achieve your expan- 
sion hopes while minimizing financial 
risks. You can tailor your loan application 
along the lines of the lender’s criteria: 


1—They will consider your neighbor- 
hood. The young neighborhood, with 
young families and newer houses, gets the 
best reception. The more varied the value 
of the homes in a neighborhood, the bet- 
ter. The extent of the zoning is also an 
important consideration. 


2—They’ll consider the kind of im- 
provement. Lenders and appraisers look 
for remodeling that will add new house 
appeal and livability for top market value. 
For top “‘finance-ability,”’ improvements 
need to be functional and readily ap- 
parent, like an extra bedroom or bath, 
instead of primarily decorative.

3—They’Il consider the extent of im- 
provement. Many lenders still have ar- 
bitrary percentage limits on expansions 
because they feel that your home’s value 
should stay within the neighborhood 
brackets. This may be your toughest nut 
to crack. 

In general, if you can show that your 
neighborhood is unscarred by commercial 
intrusion, is protected by adequate zon- 
ing, and doesn’t lie in the path of logical 
business or highway expansion, lenders are 
likely to consider improvement a safe in- 
vestment. Even many older neighbor- 
hoods are taking on a fresh new look be- 
cause of the scarcity of convenient build- 
ing sites, despite the fears of lenders and 
appraisers about the potential decline.

Colonel is 
a flower 


arranger 


Ry Fae Hattentocher 


ik 1957, the most revered flower arrangers 
of Japan, for the first time in the history of 
their art, invited an Occidental to attend the 
“hundred-man exhibit’’——the greatest honor 
an arranger can receive. He was Norman 
J. Sparnon, above, a former Australian Army 
Colonel and Japanese language expert who, 
only 13 years before, had served with Ameri- 
can combat units through the bitter island- 
hopping campaigns of the South Pacific. He 
had acted as interrogator in the War Crimes 
Trials and been decorated by both the Aus- 
tralian and American armies. Just what para- 
dox led Colonel Sparnon to gain such stature 
in one of the ancient arts of his former ad- 
versaries? His outstanding talent in modern 
Sogetsu arrangements—like the exotic black- 
lacquered cattails leaning over a gladiolus 
stalk, left—led to wide recognition. 











“Such stuff as dreams are made of ,”’ the midnight fantasy, 
above, is made of bittersweet, stripped of leaves, twisted in- 
to a free-form while green, then dried. Wisteria can be sub- 
stituted. One perfect yellow rose, leaning slightly forward, 
gives depth to the arrangement. Vine is placed upright. 
“The shape of things to come”’ features a container, that 
may look to us like a walking doughnut, but was designed 
by one of Japan’s foremost ceramic artists. Two pandanus 
leaves form a silhouette of “Harvey-like’’ ears, and five 
chrysanthemums soften the strong focal point of container. 
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Colonel Sparnon, creator of these dramatic arrange- 
ments, began to study the floral art while he was a civil- 
ian in General MacArthur’s headquarters in Japan. His 
wife, who was taking lessons in the Sogetsu school, had 
difficulty interpreting her teacher’s instructions. The 
colonel was pressed into service. Soon he became con- 
vinced that this art was one of Japan’s most exportable 
assets, and that it could draw the West and East into 
a better understanding of one another’s cultures. 

To gain insight into the art of arranging, he delved 
deeply into the classical Ikenobo school, in much the 
same spirit a painter might perfect himself in funda- 
mental techniques. He very shortly earned the title of 
‘master’ in both the classical and modern schools. 

Most important, he became an acknowledged leader 
in the dynamic movement that was sweeping the Japa- 
nese flower world—an abstract interpretation of the 
once-formalized art. As a member-at-large of Ikebana 
International, he is rapidly gaining world-wide fame. 


A typical example of Sparnon’s dramatic, different style is seen at 
right in his arrangement which combines one aspidistra leaf, a cat- 
tail, and one white chrysanthemum. Classical flower arrangers 
look in vain for “heaven, man, and earth.” They aren’t there! 
The colonel, a student of the renowned Teshigahara, relies in- 
stead on line, design, and good balance to achieve visual impact.

Gardener 
tackles 
his spring 
lawn

I like to get busy with my 

first lawn chores by the end 

of February or the first week 

in March. And thanks to new 
lawn foods, pest controls, 

and power lawn equipment, the 
job isn’t what it used to be. 

If you want a lawn as nice as 
mine, just follow the methods 


that I tell about here. 
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My first job is a good cleanup 


This really improves appearance and allows me to push the 
spreader around the yard easily. With a broom-type rake, I 
give the lawn a thorough brushing to raise any matted grass 
and to remove accumulated leaves and dead clippings. 

I use my handy wheelbarrow to carry debris I’ve raked up, 
including sticks and bones that our pup, Wag, brought in. 





Patching is an annual event 


Every spring, I always seem to find patches of 
grass that failed to come through the winter. Even 
after a good fall raking, some leaves remain to 
smother the grass, and in years of heavy snowfall, 
snowmold always seems to creep in. 

The small spots are easily fixed up by removing 
the dead sod, lightly working up the compacted 
soil beneath it, then laying new healthy sod that 
has been stripped from the edges of my flower beds. 
Usually I just firm the new sod with my foot to 
make good contact with the soil, rather than 
breaking out the lawn roller for such small areas. 

Larger areas are much easier to reseed than sod, 
but it naturally requires a little more effort to pre- 
pare the bare soil for the seed. I use a two-pronged 
hoe for scratching up the smaller spots, but for the 
larger ones, I work the soil with a rotary tiller, 
just like building an entirely new lawn. I level the 
soil with my steel rake, making sure no low spots 
remain—then broadcast fresh seed of permanent 
grasses over the entire area. Applying moisture 
without washing the seed away is the tough part, 
but I’ve licked that problem by using a sprinkler 
that gives off a fine spray. And I make sure it’s kept 
moist until the seed sprouts. 

If your grass is just thin, the best treatment you 
could give it is a good feeding. 
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Weeds were once a headache 


Controlling weeds in the lawn is one of my pet 
projects. As soon as the snow is gone, I apply a 
good pre-emergence crab grass killer with my lawn 
food spreader. This knocks out the seed before it 
has a chance to start growing. You'll have a tough 
time finding any crab grass in my lawn. 

Avoid applying these killers on any newly seed- 
ed area or where you plan to seed, as it will retard 
germination of desirable grass seed. You can con- 
trol crab grass later in these plots with a killer de- 
signed to catch young seedlings. Always follow the 
directions of the manufacturer when using any 
weed killers—-remember, they are poisonous. 

Broadleaf weeds, like dandelions, are easily 
killed with 2,4-D. Where you have an extra heavy 
crop of any weeds, a mixture of 2,4-D and 2,4,5-T 
is usually more effective. I find that fall, just after 
a hard, killing frost, is a real good time to spray for 
dandelion seedlings that are still growing. These 
young seedlings are hardy and frost resistant and 
will continue to thrive, even after frosts occur. 
There is less chance of injury to your ornamental 
garden plants and desirable grasses at this time 
since they will have hardened-up in preparation 
for the coming winter. 

All good weed control programs should also in 
clude regular feeding, mowing, and watering; a 
healthy, vigorous turf will crowd out weeds. 











I always feed my lawn well 


I believe that regular feeding is most important. The lawn 
food I use contains the new ureaform nitrogen, which is slow- 
ly released during the season. It usually keeps the lawn in 
good shape until September—time for a fall feeding. 

I always make sure that the numbers on the dial of my 
spreader match those given on the lawn food bag. 
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Regular mowing is essential 


Over the years, I’ve found that regular mowing helps make a 
healthy, uniform turf. Begin mowing as soon as an inch can 
be cut off. When the grass grows fast, mow twice a week. I 
don’t collect the clippings, unleas they are thick. 

For three years, I've had a riding power mower. Our lot is 
large. The mower is set to cut bluegrass at 1'4 inches. 





Moisture keeps a lawn lush 


Maintaining a dense, green lawn all season long 
will require supplemental moisture, unless you 
have an unusually rainy season. Many grasses, es- 
pecially Kentucky bluegrass, suffer from drouth. 
During real dry spells, it will turn a light brown, 
but just a little moisture will green it up fast. 
When you see it starting to turn brown, give it a 
good long drink. 

When applying supplemental water, saturate 
the soil at least 6 inches deep. Usually the equiva- 
lent of 1 inch of water a week during dry spells 
will keep the grass green. Some soils will require 
more, especially sandy ones. 

You can measure the amount you are applying 
by placing a pan within range of the sprinkler. 
When there’s an inch of water in it, you'll know 
when to stop. If you keep track of the time it takes 
to get an inch in the pan, it-wil!l be easier to water 
next time, just by watching the clock. 

Light sprinkling by hand with a hose is not de- 
sirable as it encourages shallow rooting of the 
grass, then when drouth hits, the grass won’t have 
a chance. (It encourages crab grass, too.) Deep wa- 
tering encourages deep rooting—more drouth-re- 
sistant turf. When you buy a sprinkler, get a good 
one that you know will do the job you want it to. 
There are kinds for just about all situations.

FOR A CASUAL BUFFET, you can’t do better 
than a luscious Lasagne Casserole. Festive looking 
and fragrant with Italian-style seasonings, it’s made 
of layers of lasagne (giant noodles) and rich meat 
sauce p/us three kinds of cheese.

like to add a teaspoon of olive oil to 
the water, especially when cooking 
large pasta such as lasagne 

Before adding any kind of pasta, 
let the water boil briskly for a min- 
ute. Instead of breaking long spa- 
ghetti, hold a handful at one end 
and dip the other into the bubbling 
water. As the spaghetti softens, 
curl it around in the pan until the 
whole length will go in. (Add 
lasagne the same way, but a piece 
at a time.) Don’t cover; stir at the 
start of the cooking to prevent 
sticking. Keep the water boiling 
vigorously 

How much spaghetti? Depends 
on appetite 
as main dish with sauce. 

Cook pasta until tender, but still 
firm—al dente, as Italians say. Good 
test: Lift out one strand and bite 
it. Another test Italians use is to 
hold a piece between thumb and 
finger and cut through with thumb- 
nail. Or press a strand against ket- 
tle with fork. Be a pot watcher 
don’t overcook. When done, drain 
at once in a big colander, shaking 
it to remove as much water as you 
can. Serve pasta hot as fire! 

To keep spaghetti hot: Serve 
spaghetti as soon as it’s al dente, if 
at all possible. However, if there’s 
a delay, set the colander of drained 
spaghetti over pan containing small 
amount boiling water 
ghetti with a few tablespoons but- 
ter or margarine to keep the strands 
from sticking together. Cover col- 
ander with a towel 

To sauce spaghetti: Place the 
drained spaghetti on warmed plat- 
ter, add part of the sauce (and if 
you like, sprinkle with Parmesan 
cheese). With 2 forks, lift spaghetti 
up and down to coat (this mixes 
without stirring). For extra rich- 
ness, start with a chunk of butter on 
hot platter, then add spaghetti, 
then more butter; now toss. Fol- 
low this butter-tossing with your 
special sauce 

Italians say one of the best ways 
to serve fine spaghetti or noodles is 
sauced with butter and grated Par- 
mesan only. They also claim there’s 
merit in saucing spaghetti in the 
empty kettle it was cooked in 
then vou can keep it over very low 
heat till job is done.

Ultrasonics also makes while- 
you-wait watch cleaning a reality 
The jeweler simply submerges the

Certain kinds of auto repair may 
be cheaper, too. Complex parts 
like carburetors can be cleaned in 
one piece without the expensive 
labor of take-apart and put-back- 
together 

In the foreseeable future, your 
clothes may be cleaned without 
solvents or water. In a special cab- 
inet, suits, shoes, furs, and sheer 
nylons will be blasted by silent 
sound. They will emerge scrup- 
ulously clean and completely odor 
free—without the wear and tear of 
ordinary cleaning processes. Then, 
too, in the coming ultrasonic age, 
your clothes won’t get so dirty in 
the first place. 

Here’s why. The impact of ultra- 
sonic vibrations can make a float- 
ing haze of dust clump up into 
heavy particles that fall to the 
ground. Such a device in the heat- 
ing system of your home would re- 
move every particle of dust and

Silent sound will make airplane 
travel much safer in the future 
Highly encouraging experiments 
at Orly Field in France indicate 
that ultrasonic shock waves can 
dispel fog by clumping the vapor 
into heavy droplets. Planes coming 
in on instrument control will be 
able to switch over to visual land- 
ing procedure when they come 
within range of the ground-based 
fog blasters 

Ultrasonic energy will give you 
better tasting foods at lower prices 
No longer must you save tough 
cuts of meat for the stew-pot or 
hamburger grinder. Beef tender- 
ized with silent sound has none of 
the flabbiness that chemical tender- 
izers often produce. Since harder 
materials are more affected by 
ultrasonic waves, the energy breaks 
down sinews and gristle while the 
rest of the meat retains its original 
firm texture, natural juices, and 
full flavor 

\ stewing chicken, after a brief 
ultrasonic treatment, can very well 
pass for a broiler or fryer What's 
more, sound blasting (unlike chem- 
ical tenderizing) inhibits bacteria 
growth and so actually helps pre- 
serve the meat.

The 
reduced storage time will mean 
lower price tags at your neighbor- 
hood dairy counter. 


| rs can have a homo- 
genizing effect far more permanent 
than mechanical mixing. On the 
shelves of grocery stores will be 
salad dressings that won't sepa- 
rate, peanut butter that remains 
forever creamy, and honey that 
refuses to crystallize no matter how 
long you store it. Sauces packed in 
glass bottles will stay uniform in 
color, and a whole host of new 
bottled, ready-to-eat puddings is 
now possible 

Some applications of ultrasonics 
come very close to fantasy 
tists now tell us it is entirely pos- 
sible to make cloth last almost 
Coats could be handed 
down from father to son to grand- 
son; a pair of socks could be worn 
and washed every day for 20 years 
without wearing out 

Responsible for this longevity is 
an obscure oriental plant called 
that grows with a built-in 
problem. It used to be almost im- 
possible to get the textile part of 
the fiber loose from the rest of the 
plant, but ultrasonics can now do 
the job. As soon as the process 
moves from the laboratory to the 
production line, ramie will be com- 
bined with such staples as cotton, 
wool, and many synthetics to pro- 
duce the most durable clothing 
you ve ever worn. 

[he possible benefits of ultrason- 
ics are just about endless. For ex- 
ample, many insects are highly 
sensitive to sounds pitched above 
human hearing—and that fact 
may be their undoing. Inconspic- 
uous ultrasonic radiators placed 
about your lawn can create an in- 
visible mosquito net. Although 
these outdoor units are still being 
developed, engineers are confident 
that the same ultrasonic devices 
will some day banish weevils, mites, 
And other pests from your garden. 

Strangely enough, while one 
ultrasonic note creates an exodus 
of insects and rodents, a slightly 
different tone attracts them. So it’s 
a matter of turning a dial to make

As yet, the 
sound blasters can cover only a 
limited area, but eventually they 
may blanket entire towns with 
silent sound to keep them free of 
pests.

Tre medical possibilities of ultra- 
sonics are just beginning to be 
realized. So far, doctors find they 
can use ultrasonics in three ways: 
for diagnosis, for surgical treat- 
ment, and for relief of pain 

Physicians are now able to direct 
sound waves to specific areas deep 
within the human bedy and then 
chart the echoes on a screen that 
looks like a fluoroscope. Unlike 
X rays, sound waves “see”’ soft tis- 
sues like muscles and tendons with 
extreme clarity 

With no danger of radiation ex- 
posure, doctors can take a long 
look at brain tumors, examine de- 
fects involving eye muscles, and 
even make a leisurely study of the 
vascular system. This preoperative 
work can pinpoint the location of 
tumors, speed up surgery, and even 
eliminate the need for many ex- 
ploratory operations 

In brain surgery, silent sound 
may partially replace the scalpel. 
Much of the pioneer work in this 
new field of ultrasonic neurosur- 
gery has been done by Dr. William 
Fry, head of the Biophysical Re- 
search Laboratory at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. Working first 
with laboratory animals, he de- 
vised the procedure for destroying 
ganglia (non-cancerous growths) 
with sound waves 

As an operative tool, ultrasonics 
is selective. It can dissolve portions 
of white matter in the brain (where 
tumors form) without affecting 
the gray matter that controls body 
functions; it can destroy specific 
nerves without damaging sur- 
rounding areas 

For this work, Doctor Fry uses a 
special ultrasonic radiator that 
focuses the sound waves. Four of 
these sound blasters are grouped 
so their beams converge on an arca 
as small as one-tenth of a cubic 
millimeter. (The period at the end 
of this sentence is larger.) 





The same ultrasonic impulses, 
spread over a larger area, are able 
to kill pain. Combined with stand- 
ard diathermy equipment, they 
make the deep heat even more ef- 
fective in combating arthritic pains. 
Sound blasting dramatically re- 
duces the agony associated with 
certain types of shingles. It can also 
ease the hypersensitivity to a mere 
touch that sometimes follows a 
stroke 

In the alleviation «uf pain, one of 
the roost elusive problems is “phan- 
tom pain” following amputations 
The patient complains of suffering 
in fingers and toes that no longer 
exist. Until recently, treatment 
(with narcotics) was relatively in- 
effective. Now  ultrasonics—the 
sound no one can hear—complete- 
ly eliminates pain in the limb that 
isn’t there 

In industry, sound blasting has 
turned many “impossible” jobs 
into routine procedure. For exam- 
ple, hard-to-handle metals like 
aluminum can now be welded 
without heat or distortion 

Two sheets of the metal are 
passed between a pair ol ultra- 
sonically driven rollers. Under 
stress of the sound waves, surface 
molecules of the metal break loose 
and merge to form a bond stronger 
than the material itself 

The same procedure can weld 
such problem materials as glass, 
ceramics, and chrome steel 

Silent sound can drill holes 
either neat and round or fantas- 
tically intricate——in extremely hard 
surfaces. The drill bit doesn’t re- 
volve ; hooked up to a sound blast- 
er, it activates abrasive particles 
that bounce against the surface like 
a flock of woodpeckers. They 
swiftly wear away the metal in the 
exact shape of the drill 

A variation of this technique has 
produced an ultrasonic dentist's 
drill that is vibration-free and al- 
most painless 

With all these successes in the 
field of silent sound, scientists are 
confident that in the not-distant 
future, ultrasonics will be a house- 
hold word. One interesting devel- 
opment from overseas recently 
helped to confirm their optimism: 

Ultrasonics is now considered so im- 
portant by the Russians that they claim 
to have invented the whole business 
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“T'll rise, but I won't shine!”

“The problem,” say people who 

work with sexually uncontrolled chil- 
dren, ‘‘is that of living an integrated life. The self-confident, secure 
child is not dominated by any one of his emotions or drives, and 
is much less likely to make sexual mistake: than the child who is at 
loose ends emotionally 

Most commonly, sexual delinquents of this kind prove to be 
people with a strong sense of personal unworthiness. Sex was the 
price they paid to be needed, admired, sought after, “loved,” and 
made to feel important to someone 

If it were just a matter of sex information, the same girls wouldn't 
he coming back a second and a third time. These sex problems 
aren't separate, physical difficulties. They're symptoms of a life 
that is out of balance 

Some of the girls are sick psychologically. Others were in revolt, 
through sex, against their parents, secking in this way to gain at- 
tention from parents they felt had neglected or rejected them. 

It is the nature of the home, the relationship of the parents, and 
the child’s relationship with the parents, that most often deter- 
mine what the child feels and does about sex 

At home, a child sees, in his parents, how a man and a woman 
live together. The quality of that relationship, of which he is a re- 
sult and a part, will have more effect on his sexual beliefs and 
control than what he is merely told—in or out of the home 

If his parents are warm, affectionate people who show love and 
respect for each other and for their children, a child will absorb a 
sexual goal that will enable him to retain emotional and physical 
control, and that will protect him from the worst kind of “‘informa- 


tion” and the worst attacks on his standards and feelings. END

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MARCH GARDENING 








Northeast 
and Midwest 
Region 


THE miracle of spring is nearly here—and it is little less 
than a miracle that all the garden tasks somehow get done 
at this season. So here are some ways to get a jump on 
spring that will result in a harvest of benefits. 

Soil checkup: If you didn’t test your soil for pH (de- 
gree of acidity or alkalinity) last year, better do so now. It is 
very difficult to make corrections during periods of active 
growth. After the next dry spell, dig out a few spoonfuls of 
soil from about 4 inches under the surface of each bed. Be 
sure to label eachsample and note on it what you are growing 
and what you are planning to grow on it in the future. Some 
nurseries provide free tests or you can mail your samples to 
the County Agricultural Agent in your county. With the 
test results, you will be able to make corrections for better 
growth of plants. 

Soil conditioning: Start getting your soil ready as soon 
as possible. But do not work it up when wet; you will de- 
stroy its texture. You can take steps to help dry it out. If 
possible, fill any low spots where water collects; turn the 
soil over, being sure to dig deep; then leave it alone until 
dry enough to work it. Last spring, I tried something a bit 
different which I now heartily recommend. I stretched a 
black polyethylene plastic mulch over the flower and vege- 
table beds long before planting time. The mulch helped 
warm the soil and prevented weeds from starting until my 
transplants and seeds could go into the ground. 

Hot beds: If you already have a cold frame, an additional 
small investment in about 20 feet of heating cable and a 
thermostat will put you weeks ahead of other gardeners. 
Remove all the soil from the frame and stretch out the cable 
along the bottom in lines about 6 inches apart; attach the 
thermostat to the inside of the cold frame, then replace the 
soil. Set the thermostat at 55-60 degrees. 

Seed-starting schedules: I can’t give you specific dates 
for every part of our region, because local conditions vary 
so much, but I would guess that most gardeners wait too 
long to get seeds started. By now, you should have sown 
lettuce, cabbage, broccoli, petunias, snapdragons, salvia, 
and pinks in the southern half of our region—-two to four 
weeks later in the North. Don’t forget to treat seeds with a 
fungicide to prevent damping-off fungus. 

Substitutes for flats: Although nurseries continue to 
use wooden flats to grow large quantities of transplants, the 
home gardener can simplify this. A good substitute is round 
cottage-cheese containers. Cut a hole in the bottom of one, 
large enough to insert half the length of a two-inch tightly 
rolled wad of absorbent cotton. The cotton serves as a 
“wick” that supplies constant moisture to the soil in the 
container. Rest this container inside another one which you 
keep filled with water and the wick will do the rest. You can 
also drill holes in the bottom of a plastic kitchen silverware 
tray. The tray has many advantages over a flat— it will not 
rot, can be scrubbed clean, and it robs no moisture from the 
seedlings.

Lawn care: Reseed any bare spots on your lawn now. 
Don’t try to work the soil at this time, just seed directly on 
the surface—the spring thaws and freezes will create crev- 
ices to hold the seed. Throughout our region, use only blue- 
grass-fescue seed mixtures. Both are perennial and will 
result in a fine turf. Avoid any seed mixtures containing 
quantities of rye grass. 

Perennial borders: Established plantings will need some 
care in the next few weeks. But don’t make the mistake 
of trying to do it all at once. Let the weather and soil con- 
ditions be your guide. Winter-mulched perennials should 
have their coverings loosened, but not removed completely 
as they will need the protection if late frosts threaten. Last 
year’s stalks and any dead foliage should be carefully re- 
moved from the living plants. Check established iris plant- 
ings carefully as old foliage harbors eggs of the iris borer. 
If the soil is not too wet, you can transplant or divide many 
perennials. If you do, try to move the plants with a good 
sized ball of soil around their roots. Replant immediately, 
then soak well with water. The plants will never know they 
have been moved. Don’t attempt to divide hardy mums 
now, though. It’s too early to set out dahlias, cannas, and 
gladiolus, but leave space for them if you’re rearranging your 
borders. 

Fruit-tree planting: No gardener should miss the 
graceful growth, springtime blossoms, and fresh taste of 
fruit from his own trees. With the development of new 
dwarf varieties (the fruit is the same size as that from 
standard trees), even the suburban gardener can work a 
good selection into his landscape. Don’t let the old-time 
gardeners talk you out of these. In years past, you some- 
times planted a headache with each fruit tree, but new 
developments in culture and pest control have changed that 
concept. Available now is a wide selection of dwarf apples, 
pears, plums, peaches, and cherries. Be sure to choose va- 
rieties that have been developed specifically for your area 
or have been approved by your state experiment station. 
Your local nurseryman is a reliable guide in helping you 
make a selection. I do suggest buying two-year-old trees 
rather than those of bearing age. You are likely to have just 
as much success that way, and the trees are much less expen- 
sive—the younger trees will bear nearly at the same time. 

Reminders: Plan to attend one of the many home, gar- 
den, and flower shows this month. . . . Your compost heap 
should be turned now. You might find that some of it is al- 
ready suitable for putting on flower and vegetable beds. To 
speed up decomposition, keep it moist and add an activator 
chemical. . . . Use heavy doses of weed killer designed es- 
pecially for gravel walks and driveways to save weeding 
time later in the year. . . . Last year’s wet spring and sum- 
mer in many parts of our region encouraged apple scab 
fungus (symptoms are blackening of leaves and young 
twigs, sparse foliage, and early leaf fall). In some places, 
damage was severe. The overwintering fungus spores can 
cause trouble again this season. To prevent it, start your 
fungicide spraying program earlier this spring, and be cer- 
tain that your coverage of the trees is thorough. Plant-food 
applications this month will also help restore vigor of trees.

TIPS FOR BUSY GALS— 


How to make 
a belt loop 


Only a few minutes are needed to 


do this little mending job. But your clothes 


will look neater and fit more comfortably. 


Belt loops can be made of fab- 
ric or thread (see photograph), 
depending on garment’s fabric 
and available materials. 
Finished loops are about a 14- 
inch longer than belt width. 


Begin belt loop 4 its length 
above waistline seam. This place- 
ment of loops controls the tend- 
ency of a belt to work upward, 
keeps it covering waistline, 

So you'll know exactly where 
to attach the loops. mark the 
loops’ beginning and ending 
points on side seams. 


Fabric loops. Cut 2 fabric 
strips *4-inch longer than belt 
width. Fold; stitch lengthwise. 
Fasten thread to one end; draw 
it through fabric tube with bod- 
kin, turning band inside out. 
Turn ends under a ! 
loops at markings on garment. 


; inch: sew 


Thread loops. Secure double 
thread at top marking. Make a 
loop to lower mark; fasten it. 
Take another loop back to the 
top mark; secure it. 

Beginning at the top, cover 
these 4 threads with a button- 
hole or blanket stitch. 


Crocheted belt loop. Thread 
needle with a doubled strand: 
knot ends together. Draw threads 
to topside; make a big loop. 
Reach through loop with left 
middle finger to needle threads. 
Draw loop to fabric, forming a 
second loop. Continue to needed 
length, Fasten it securely.

Your baby’s 
wonderful hands 


When your baby, at about 8 or 
8'4 months, picks up a tiny morsel 
of food by forming a pincer of his 
thumb and index finger, you may 
not realize it, but this is a milestone 
in his development. It represents 
a highly precise use of his hand and 
a fine degree of co-ordination be- 
tween the nerves and muscles that 
control his fingers and the nerves 
and muscles that control his cyes. 

Of course, at first, Baby uses his 
newly developed ability only to 
bring the picked-up object to his 
mouth. So you must be certain 
things within his reach small enough 
to go in his mouth are substances 
that can be eaten safely 

Chere’s nothing more fascinating 
than watching the patterns of de- 
velopment of your baby’s hands, 
understanding a little of the com- 
plex system by which his hands 
and eyes supplement each other 
and witnessing a culmination of this 
co-ordination. It is as exciting as 
Baby’s first steps, almost as thrill- 
ing as his first words, and much 
more dramatic than his first tooth 

Babies are born with the ability 
to clasp the fingers over the palm 
Remember, when your newborn 
infant was brought to you and you 
laid your forefinger in his helpless- 
looking little hand, the tender sur- 
prise you felt as the tiny fingers 
curled firmly around your finger? 

4 few months later, your baby 
could hold a rattle and look at it 
while he held it. His eyes and his 
hands were beginning to work to- 
gether. In this same period, his 
hands discovered each other, too 
The fingers of one hand would feel 
the fingers of the other hand 

\ few more months. and his eye 
and hand control advanced to the 
stage where he could spot a toy 
within reach, stretch out an arm, 
and grasp it. bang it. bring it to his 
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mouth, drop it, pick it up again 
if it fell where he could get it 
He was able, too, to see an object 
as small as a quarter-inch cube but 
still, it was a couple of months more 
before he could pick it up with the 
fine co-ordination of thumb and 
index finger we have mentioned 
Because the eyes are so important 
to the development of the brain 
they progress in ability well ahead 
of the hands 

Soon after he achieves the deli- 
cate precision with which he picks 
up a tiny morsel, Baby will begin 
poking and probing with extended 
forefinger to investigate shape, size, 
and texture. He will poke his finger 
inside his cup, thus helping his eyes 
to grasp the concept of the inside 
and outside of a container, of hol- 
lowness, of roundness, of edges 

He learns to hold an object in 
each hand simultaneously and to 
bring them together, and to sepa- 
rate them. He is grasping the con- 
cept of “two,” though the word 
means nothing, as yet 

Then, when he’s a toddler, he'll 
give you an even more advanced 
demonstration of the co-ordination 
developing between his brain, his 
eyes, and his fingers. He'll pick up 
that morsel and drop it carefully 
into a container with a small open- 
ing—-such as his plastic, play bottle 
He is learning torepress that instinct 
to bring everything to his mouth 
He foregoes it in favor of the much 
more exciting experiment of trans- 
ferring the object to the bottle 

And it’s quite an accomplish- 
ment, isn’t it, as you think back to 
the tiny, curled-up hands with 
which he was born? Man walks 
upright in order to free his hands 
for the high levels of achievernent 
of which they are capable.

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Proper inflation costs 
nothing, saves plenty 


Underinflation causes abnormal wear 
at sides of tread and shortens the life of 
tires. This is because they run hotter 
and the outer edges carry the load, 
while the center tends to flex up away 
from the road. 

Tires should be checked every two 
weeks and returned to proper pressure 
whenever found to be underinflated. 


Overinflation causes abnormal wear in 
the center of the tread, also shortening 
tire life. This type of wear occurs be- 
cause the center of the tread carries 
more than its share of the load. 

When checking for overinflation, do 
not bleed out excess pressure caused by 
high speed driving on hot pavement. 
Tires are made to handle this excess. 


Driving even a short distance on a bad- 
ly underinflated or flat tire is almost 
certain to produce irreparable damage 
In addition to cord damage, as shown 
here, separation can occur. 

The plies of fabric in the tire casing 
may separate, or the tread may sepa- 
rate from the fabric, or both. Overload- 
ing and speed cause this, too. 


Overinfiation causes breaks in fabric 
because the body of the tire is unable 
to absorb ordinary shocks that occur 
while driving. These failures usually 
take some time to show up after the 
damage is done. 

The breaks are either straight, as 
shown, or form an X. Sidewall breaks 
are also more likely to happen. 
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Keep wheels balanced, 
rotated, and aligned 


Tires in various positions on your car 
wear differently. By rotating them as 
shown on this chart, you minimize ex- 
cessive wear on any of the tires. 

Front tires especially are apt to re- 
ceive more wear than back ones, both 
from cornering too fast and misalign- 
ment. Rotating every 3-5,000 miles as- 
sures longest life per set of tires. 


Misalignment ruins tires fast. Excess 
wear on one side of the tread is caused 
by faulty camber (left). Feathering of 
tread comes from poor toe-in adjust- 
ment, which drags tires over the road.

Driving tips that save tires 


>» Slow down on the highway, especially on days when the pave- 
ment is hot or when your car is overloaded. 


Slow down in town when going around corners. Posted speed 
limits are for straightaway driving, not cornering. 


Avoid jack-rabbit starts from traffic lights. Even though you 
don’t “‘peal rubber,”’ a fast getaway is hard on tires. 

Don’t slam on the brakes every time you stop. Let your engine 
do most of the braking, then ease on the brakes gradually. 


Have your service station attendant check tire pressure every 
time he checks oil, radiator, and battery. 


Avoid hitting the curb hard when parking, and slow down on 
rough roads or places where chuckholes are likely.

previous work yourself. While you 
can’t judge it fully, the things you 
can judge—dquality of finishes and 
trim, attention to details, condi- 
tion after a few months’ use-—will 
tell you a lot about his probable 
competence and conscientiousness 

The importance of hiring a rep- 
utable, qualified contractor cannot 
be overemphasized. Your new 
home improvement not only repre- 
sents a considerable investment, 
but can directly affect your family’s 
health, comfort, and safety. Don’t 
take chances on “bargain’’ offers, 
especially from part-time “handy- 
men” who offer to do the work 
cheaply at night, on weekends, or 
at odd hours. Cheap construction 
is never a bargain. Usually, the 
initial saving is more than canceled 
out by inconvenience, discomfort, 
expensive repair and alteration, 
and potential danger. The only 
way to insure reliable construction 
is to hire a reliable contractor. 
Here again, consulting an architect 
is an added guarantee that the 
builder will perform as expected, 
because the architect is available 
to supervise construction for you, 

Make your wishes perfectly 
clear so that your contractor won't 
proceed in his own way and end up 
by steering the easiest course. It’s 
important to be positive, firm, and 
exact in dealing with the contractor. 

If you’ve consulted an architect, 
he’ll prepare for you a complete 
specifications list and a set of work- 
ing drawings for the builder to 
follow. Both of these items are ex- 
tremely important, and you should 
not proceed without them. If you 
are dealing directly with a builder, 
have him prepare both detailed 
specifications and drawings before 
you sign the contract. You can help 
him by giving him all the material 
you’ve prepared in advance—your 
list of desired features, your clip- 
pings, and your sketches 

Then discuss these with him 
fully and carefully, making sure he 
understands and agrees to your 
specifications. Have him put as 
much of the agreement in writing 
as possible, with the specific pro- 
vision that no substitutions in ma- 
terial or equipment are to be made 
without your approval (and don’t 
approve any that you’re not com- 
pletely familiar with.) 

If you want to double check, 
call in another contractor and get 
a second estimate to find out if 
the first is in line with prevailing 
prices. When work begins, it’s a 
good idea to look around occasion- 
ally to make sure things are being 
done correctly and well, but don’t 
get in the way! You'll not only 
antagonize the workmen, but pos- 
sibly prevent their doing an effi- 
cient job. If you decide to make 
inspections, be thorough but dis- 
creet at the same time 

Finally, approach the purchase 
of home improvements the same 
way you'd buy anything else—with 
caution and common sense. Don’t 
pay for the work until you're satis- 
fied, and don’t pay anything in 
advance 

It’s extremely important, if 
you have borrowed money for the 
improvement, that you don’t sign a 
completion certifwate until you're 
thoroughly sure that everything is 
completely satisfactory

Photograph: Joan Liffring 


starts to crawl 


By Ann Usher 


W hen your baby takes to all fours 


during the last quarter of his first 
year, he’s not only getting where he 
wants to go, he’s also doing exer- 
cise that’s wonderful for his back, 
leg, and arm muscles 

In addition to being good exer- 
cise, crawling is Baby’s means of 
satisfying his very important need 
to ¢ xplore his world 

Not all babies “‘crawl,”’ in the 
usual meaning of that word. Some 
scoot around sitting down. Others 
wiggle forward on their tummies 
Sut either way, the crawling stage 
introduces a big problem for you 
From now on, Baby will be able to 
get to the things that interest him, 
whether they're good for him or 
not. And if he’s kept in his playpen 
for long periods during this stage 
he’s likely to sit down more than he 
crawls, and thus miss the physical 
ind mental workout. So it’s up to 
you to arrange for him to pursue 
his investigations safely 

It’s true you can’t give him un- 
limited freedom to navigate where 
he will. But, while it isn’t easy to 
work with him underfoot, dusting 
the furniture and floors, straighten- 
ing and picking up, can all be done 
while your youngster is crawling 
about. And, with hall and closet 
doors closed, he can stay in the 
bedrooms with you while you make 
the beds 

Wastebaskets will be a sure-fire 
attraction for Baby. He'll poke in 
them, tear paper, possibly over- 


the baskets; so the fewer pa- 


turn 
pers in them, the better. And vou 
nust be careful not to throw empty 


nedicine bottles, broken glass, or 


any other dangerous objects in the 
wastebaskets. Caution other mem- 
bers of the family against dumping 
ash trays in them—for you know 
who'll be putting cigarette ends in 
his mouth 

Disconnect and wind lamp cords 
around their bases during the day 
Electric outlets near floors should 
have safety covers. Fasten screen 
doors when inner doors are open 

Survey your rooms for break- 
able and hazardous things which 
are within your little explorer’s 
reach. Such objects—plus any- 
thing you value highly—should be 
moved to higher shelves 

But don’t leave the low shelves 
bare. Safe bric-a-brac (unbreak- 
able, with no sharp corners or 
edges) should be placed where 
Baby can have the fun of noticing 
them, crawling over, and handling 
them 

Definitely draw the crawling 
line at the kitchen door. Baby 
should never be allowed to crawl 
there. There’s just too much risk 
of his being injured or getting at 
cleaning compounds or other pos- 
sibly poisonous materials 

Some parents feel that Baby 
should learn not to touch forbidden 
objects, and spend a great deal of 
time saying, “No, no!’ Some 
‘no’s”’ are necessary, of course, but 
your infant needs to handle and 
investigate everything he safely 
can, and you don’t want to deprive 
him of this privilege. Moving un- 
safe things to safe places is simpler 

and sure! 

If you have stairs in your home 
have a gate at least at the head of 


the stairway. Be sure it is closed 
and locked when Baby is crawling 
around upstairs 

And if there’s no similar barri- 
cade at the foot of the stairs, keep 
an eye on your prowler when he’s 
exploring the downstairs. He just 
might surprise you by starting to 
crawl up the stairs. And he could 
suffer a bad fall because, of course, 
he doesn’t know how to get back 
down 

Other precautions: make a habit 
of keeping the door to the basement 
tightly closed at all times. Also, 
see that no operating mechanical 
equipment that could injure the 
baby is on or near the floor. Dis- 
connect anything of this kind that 
can’t be moved to a safer place. 
Otherwise, Baby might find and 
flip a switch to start the motor. 

Let the baby do his crawling be- 
fore bathtime, naptime, or meal- 
time. This makes it easier to inter- 
rupt his fun by diverting his atten- 
tion to the next activity. Otherwise, 
if you stop his crawling to put him 
in the playpen, he'll come to resent 
that handy enclosure 

Use the playpen at the beginning 
of his awake periods. Then you can 
do those jobs you have to do with- 
out his “help.” 

Rompers, short toppers, or long- 
trousered outfits are best for Baby 
at the crawling stage. The trousers 
should be roomy enough to allow 
the baby to move around easily, 
but not so large they get in the way 

Baby is going to get dirty, so 
dress him in hard-to-soil fabrics, 
like denims and corduroys, or in

Trim crossed branches: These 
will rub bark off each other when 
moved by wind, thus exposing bare 
wood to weather, insects, and dis- 
ease. Prune off all the undesirable 
branches flush at the points of ori- 
gin.
